O.N. 73.—Whereas the Election Commission of India is satisfied that each of the contest¬ 
ing gandidatas specified in column 4 of the Table below at the General Election to the Legislative Assembly of 
Rajasthan State specified in column 2 and held from the constituency specified in column 3 against his/her name has 
failed to lodge any account of his/her election expenses as shown in column 5 of the said Table as required by 
the Representation of the People Act, 1951 and the Rules made thereunder; 

And whereas the said candidates have either not furnished any reasons or explanation for the said failure even 
ufbr due notice by the Election Commission or the Commission after considering the representation made by them, 
if any, is satisfied that they have no good reasons or justification for the said failure; 

Now, therefore, in pursuance of section lOA of the said Atl, 'le Ekti'cn Cm n isE'er ftnlj c’tc’ifts il.c 
persons specified in column 4 of the Table below to be disqualified for being obosen as and fer being a rremter 
of either House of Parliament or of the Legislative Assembly or Legislative Council of a State or Union Territory

O.N, 74.—^In exerci.se of the powers con¬ 
ferred by sub-section (1) of section 13A of the 
Representation of the People Act, 1950 (43 of 
1950), the Election Commission of India, in con¬ 
sultation with the Government of the Union Terri¬ 
tory of Andaman and Nicobar Islands hereby 
nominates Shri P. K. Tripathi, IAS, Development 
Commissioner, as the Chief Electoral Officer for 
the Union Territory of Andaman and Nicobar 
Islands with effect from 19th September, 1995 and 
until further orders vice Shri Rakesh Bchari. He 
will also be designated as Secretary to ihc Govern¬ 
ment in the Department in the State Secretariat 
dealing with elections under the Election Com- 
mi.ssion.

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2. The Commission has noted that Shri P. K. 
Tripathi has additional charge of Development 
Cormnissioner, including Departments of (1) Plan¬ 
ning, (2) Agriculture, (3) Animal Husbandary, (4j 
20“Pomt Programme, (5) Cooperation, (6) Rural 
Development and Community Development, (7) 
Eocal Self Govt. (i.c. Panchayats), (81 Industries, 
(9) Fisheries, (10) Education, (11) Youth Allairs 

and :>puiE, (12) Art and Culture. The Commis¬ 
sion is not insisting on a fuU-time Chief Electoral 
Ollicer in the Union Territory of Andaman and 
Nicobar Islands as the Union Territory has not 
more than two Parliamentary Constituencies. As 
soon as a general election becomes imminent, 
Shri P. K. T'ripathi, IAS, shall be divested of all 
and every additional charge and a compliance re¬ 
port sent to the Commission. 

3, Shri P. K. Tripathi, while functioning as 
Chief Electoral Officer, Andaman and Nicobar 
Islands, shall not hold, without the prior written 
approval of the Commission any additional charge, 

whatsoever, under the Government of Andaman 


and Nicobar Islands, over and above the charges 
mentioned in paragraph 2 above. 

4. It Shri P. K. Tripathi is not divested of all 
his additional charges as soon as a general election 
becomes imminent or is entrusted with or ordered 
to hold any additional charge of any Und whatso¬ 
ever over and above the charge mentioned in para¬ 
graph 2 above, without the prior written approval 
of the Commission, Shri P, K. Tripathi, will stand 
removed from the office of the Chief Electoral- 
Officer, Andaman and Nicobar Islands, from tlic 
date of assumption of any such additional charge 
in terms of this very order and no other order vrill, 
or need to, be issued. All and any action taken by 
him thereafter in the discharge of his duties and 
functions as the Chief Electoral Officer shall be 
unauthorised, without jurisdiction non-est and null 
and void and he shall render himself liable to 
disciplinary action.
